Probate Court Jndee Clcavelaml.
MUST ACCEPT THE TERMS.

An order was issued by Judge
Cleaveland in the probate court yester-
day morning regarding the estate of the
World Mercantile Agency. The court
decreed that Attorney William A.

Wright as trustee should accept the
offer of E. Henry Barnes, of Sperry &

Barnes, and Captain Charles C. Smith,
of the New Haven. Biscuit company, in
reference to the settlement of the suit
brought against them by Mr. Wright.

Barnes and Smith were stockholders
in the agency. About six months ago,
Trustee Wright sued them to make
them pay on stock they had suscribed
for. The suit in each case was for
$10,000.

Recently, Messrs. Barnes and Smith
have offered to settle the suits by pay
ing in full all the preferred claims on
the insolvent estate and 50 per cent, of
the general claims. This offer was
brought to the attention of Judge
Cleaveland and he ordered that the
offers of Barnes and Smith be accepted
by the trustee.

The general claims which the stock-
holders will have to pay under their
agreement amount to $7,900. The pre
ferred claims amount to $387.

THE FRANCIS DONNELLY ESTATE,

Yesterday morning Thomas J. Don
nelly, as administrator of the estate
of the late Francis Donnelly, did not
put in an appearance personally or by
counsel to object to the granting of the
application made by Dr. M. A. Cremln
for an exhibit of the condition of the
estate. Judge Cleaveland passed an or
der requiring that an exhibit of the
condition of the estate be filed on or
before Friday.

The statutes provide that a bonds
man for an executor or administrator
may require such executor or adminls.
